Claim 3. The canister of claim 1 further comprising a number of internal ribs extending 

lengthwise along the interior of the front walls and side walls to secure the test devices within 
the canister. 

Claim 4. The canisterW claim 2 further comprising a mounting flange extending slightly 
below the bottom end portion so that the canister may be secured within a mounting groove in 
a vertical position. 
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
